TIRE PRODUCTION 
IN MAY SETS UP 
ALL-TIME RECORD 


Output for Month 
Tops That of April 

And Year Ago 

EW YORK, July 17.— 
Tire manufacturers in 

the United States set up a 
new all-time monthly record 
in May in producing 8,145,- 
368 pneumatic casings as 


compared with the previous' 


record of 7,883,805 in April 
and 6,592,310 in May, 1928, 
according to estimates issued 
today by the Rubber Manu- 


facturers Association. 

The association makes its esti- 
mates after receiving actual figures 
from manufacturers who produce 
practically 75 per cent. of the total 
tires for the United States. 

Production of inner tubes in 

May is estimated at 7,660,172, as 

compared with 7,634,325 in April 
and 7,167,889 in the correspond- 
ing month of last year. : 

The output of solid and cushion 
tires in May totaled 52,815, com-

DETEO!T, July 17.—Confronted 
with the greatest demand 
for space it has ever encountered 
and with contracts for exhibition 
space at the forthcoming show of 
the National Standard _ Parts 
Association, that body, through 
Secretary MacFee, today an- 
nounced that only sixty booths 
of the 311 planned as yet re- 
mained unapplied for. But, he 
added, at the rate at which the 
applications have been coming in 
they will remain open for only a 
few days.

REEVES PREDICTS

ETROIT, July 17.—Al-| 
fred Reeves, general 
manager of the National Au-| 
tomobile Chamber of Com-| 
merce, in a statement here!

reach a total of 5,200,000 this 
year. Of this total at least 
18 per cent. would be shipped 
abroad, Reeves said, pointing 
out that this figure would set 
a new record for manufac- 
tured exports.

NEVITABLY, the passing of control of the Willys-Over- 
| land organization from the hands of its founder, John 
North Willys, to that of banking interests in Chicago and 
Toledo, has stirred up rumors of a merger in prospect. 
Rumor has connected the names of a number of companies 
with such an amalgamation, and most of these are probably 
innocent of any intention of combining forces with any 
other organization. 

With all the merger rumors which fly about the auto- 
motive industry, an outsider might be tempted to think that 
every company in the business must represent the result 
of a past combination with other organizations. As a mat- 
ter of fact. the unmerged are in a numerical majority in the 
industry. In point of production, companies which are the 
result of mergers have a considerable advantage. 
Motors and Ford, if we class the latter as a merger from its 
purchase and operation of Lincoln, account for about two- 
thirds of our national output. And then come Chrysler- 
Dodge and Studebaker-Pierce Arrow to add another tidy 


total to the merger production record. 
At the same time Hudson, Packard and other com- 


panies which never have changed their maiden names 
seem still to be sitting up and taking very satisfactory 
nourishment. 


The Steel Foundation 

NE of the basic factors in American industry on which 
financial experts form their ideas of business condi- 
tions, has always been the state of the steel business. If 
steel and iron are in good shape, with a satisfactory volume 
of orders ahead, economic experts count that as an indica- 
tion of good business ahead. It is not necessarily a final 

proof of future prosperity, but it is an important factor. 

At the end of June, the United States Steel Corporation 
had what is known as a “backlog” of 4,256,910 tons. This 
means simply. that the corporation had on its books unfilled 
orders for that amount of steel. This backlog compares with 
one of 3,637,009 in June, 1928, and 4,053,246 in June, 1927. 
The corporation at the present time is working at about 
96 per cent. of capacity. It is quite probable that the re- 
maining summer months will see a reduction in the backlog, 
as that is an almost invariable seasonal symptom. 

From all of which we may conservatively take it 
that several months of very satisfactory business lie 
ahead of the steel industry. 


Haat Bald ‘Sa 


N a recent talk in Denver, C. A. Vane, the energetic man- 

ager of the National Automobile Dealers’ Association, | 
remarked: “Dealers generally are not making money out! 
of used cars. The successful dealers are reducing the volume | 
of their used car business and do not have more than a! 
thirty days’ supply on hand. A car more than five years 
old should be bought only as junk and stripped of its usable 
parts.” 

In Mr. Vane’s last sentence there is meat for earnest 
consideration. It brings up the old problem of the junker 
that makes the rounds of dealers’ establishments long after 
its bones should be decorating the junk heap. 

One of the rifts in the clouds for dealers in recent years 
has been the establishment of dealer operated junking com- 
panies, which extract the last vestige of value from old 
crocks and help the merchants to put worn out cars off 
the roads and out of the used car departments. There are 
several of these junking companies now in operation and 
they are doing a helpful job. The Automotive Daily News

The new winch is known as the 
Graybar. It incorporates some new 
and interesting engineering depar- 
tures in winch construction. It con- 
|}tains a positive dog-type clutch 
controled from the cab. When the 
clutch is released the drum is free 
to rotate on the shaft. This feature 
is used when paying out the winch 
line manually. When engaged, the 
drum is positively locked to the 
worm wheel 


A brake is made integral with the | 


drum for emergency and safety pur- 
poses. It is also used to hold the 
load suspended while moving the 
truck or for binding down a load in 
tramsit, such as a large reel of cable 
This brake is contro“ed from a 
lever in the cab similar to the clutch 
lever and, in order to provide a flex-

GREAT number of 
discharge test sets are being 

sold to battery stations now, and it 
lis only that some of the 
purchasers of these sets will be 
misled by the readings they ob- 
| tain first or until they become 
| familiar with the correct usage of 
ithe test sets and learn the true 
| value of the readings under the 
different stages of charge or dis- 
charge of the battery 

Every good and complete 
| service station needs a 
of high rate discharge test 
all accessories But they should 
learn when and how to use it. which 
is really a simple thing to do if they 
will study their instruction sheets 
when they first get the equipment 
By doing this they will thoroughly 
familiarize themselves with what 
the different tests really mean 

Most manufacturers of high 
discharge test sets send out 
struction sheets with their sets 
These instructions usually state 
that the battery being tested should 
first be recharged, or that discharge 
tests should not be made on dead 
or discharged batteries, if readings 
of any practical value are to be se- 
cured. If you can secure and read 
the instruction sheet of one of the 
makers of the better types of high 
rate discharge’ test sets, you will see 
that this is so. It is evident that 
many battery station operators buy- 
ing test sets either do not read the 
instructions furnished them or they 
do not understand them 


What a High Rate 
Test Set Does

tion sheets sent out with the set 
list current values for the populaz 
cars where the electrical equipment 
starter, etc., are in good condition 
which gives a very valuable basis 
of comparison for the battery sta- 
tion in comparing one particular 
car with what has been established 
(usually by the car manufacturer) 
as normal current requirements on 
the same make and model of car in 
good or normal condition 
The size of battery put in a car 
by the car manufacturer and the 
size of battery sold by the battery 
manufacturer as replacement, are 
of a capacity to take care of the 
requirements on a normal car. A 
most popular light car, according 
to the car manufacturer on its 
models prior to 1928, required 140 
amperes to start the motor rolling 
from a dead stop and 90 amperes 
to keep it rolling or cranking. The 
writer has seen tests made on cars 
of this make, where 400 amperes 
were required to start the motor 
rolling and 300 amperes needed to 
keep it rolling, which was more than

line.” 

Coming ,as it does, from a house 
which is disposing of a large num- 
ber of automobiles in a season, this 
can be taken as an indication of the 
value of a completely stocked ac- 
cessories department. The Great 
Falls Motor Sales Company carries 
a large stock of accessories and 
parts, usually inventorying from $15,-

2,000,000,000 candle-power 

light, to be known as the Lind- 
bergh Beacon, using a 150-250 am- 
pere high-intensity arc and re- 
volving three times per minute,

The light has just been certified | 


in accord with the desires and rec- 
ommendations of the Chicago Aero 
Commission and of the various air 
transport companies operating at 
Chicago. 

To avoid controversies, the Bureau 
of Lighthouses has adopted a policy 
of local determination concerning 
private aeronautical and advertising 
lights, a policy requiring the in- 
dorsement of the local flying inter- 
ests before the department will cer- 
tify any revolving-type beacon as a 
private aeronautical light. 

The Lindbergh Beacon will be 
located at 919 North Michigan Ave..
